aorandum of conversation with Congressman Knsert 


Almost daily for. the ■past ten days,. or s© I .here attempted unsuccessfully to 
reach Congressman Iraner.

Representatives,, 

Until late this afternoon, 1 was completely unsuccessful,, 

When I spoke to Mr. Morwig, Goaraitte© Clerk, this morning, 1 asked him to plasae 
ask Cong. Kramer if the Congressman intended to as soar my letter and the letters 
of Mr, Rogers, all of. which here £©n© unerase red for about a month. I called 
Mr. ISorwlg hack and he informed me that Cong. Kramer took the note Morwig gay® 
him, put it on hi a desk and said absolu tely nothin .
